MOTION FOR LEAVE TO PROPOUND A SUPPLEMENTAL EXHIBIT TO ITS 

RESPONSE TO THE FIRST DATA REQUEST OF COMMISSION STAFF 

Comes the defendant, Jackson Purchase Energy Corporation (“JPEC”), through counsel, 

and pursuant to Rule 15.04, moves for leave to propound a Supplemental Exhibit to Its Response 

to The First Data Request of Commission Staff.
